Robert Scofield, Santa Ana 
College instructor in marketing, 
merchandising, sales, and window 
display, said, ‘‘Students interest- 
ed should contact me for this 
coming semester for permission 
to register in this program.

Has Suprise Birthday 


Santa Ana College’s art de- 
partment is throwing a surprise 
birthday party today at 11 a.m. 
in the art gallery for its ‘decade 
champion,” Herbert G. Collier. 


At 80, Collier first enrolled at 
SAC in the fall semester of 1963 
to be the oldest student ever to 
attend classes here. He did so 
nicely in his art courses, that in- 
structor Arthur Silva gave him 
an “A” and the art department 
awarded him a scholarship for 
the second semester. 


“T think he’s a very talented 
self-taught artist, and he’s mak- 
ing continual progress,” Silva 
said of Collier. 


Collier, now 82, is a native of 
England. Who came to America 
at the turn of the century, land- 
ing in the Pudget Sound area in 
Washington, after serving as an 
apprentice seaman on British 
sailing ships. 


Working as a house painter for 
a while, he then became a singer 


for the Imperial Opera Co. in 
1909 and toured Washington and 
British Columbia. 


After wearing out his shoes 
selling barber supplies, Collier 
went back to painting houses, 
this time in Alaska. 


In 1918, he discovered he had 
a green thumb and tried ranch- 
ing, raising strawberries, string 
beans, and peas. 

After marrying in 1911, he 
worked as manager of a lumber 
mill in Washington for two years, 
as an accountant and bookkeeper, 
then as a clerk in the Seattle Post 
Office until he retired in 1945, .. 


The Colliers live at 1819 N. 
Alondra St. and have two chil- 
dren, Mrs. Vern Smith of Costa 
Mesa and Richard H. Collier of 
Corona del Mar.

Ward Announces His Retirement; 
Ends 27 Years Of Service At SAC

After 27 years at Santa 
Ana College, John Ward 
has announced his retire- 
ment as track coach and 
athletic director. Consider- 
ed by many as being the 
most successful coach in 
Orange County history, 
Ward closes an era that has 
made Santa Ana College 
into an athletic power- 
house. 

Ward expects a new athletic 
director to be named in 30 days 
and a track coach to be chosen 
within 60 days. 

PLAYED IN ROSE BOWL 


Born and raised in Garden 
Grove, Ward attended Santa Ana 
High and Garden Grove High, 
where he graduated from in 
1925. He then attended USC 
where he played tackle on the 
football team. In his senior year, 
he played in the Rose Bowl as 
USC defeated Pittsburgh 47-14. 

In 1930 professional football 
teams didn’t give huge bonuses

like they do today. The national 


Football League’s Philadelphia 
Yellowjackets, now called the 
Eagles, offered Ward car fare 
and 125 dollars a game. Ward 
accepted and left for Philadel- 
phia. In those days, pro teams 
carried 18 players on their roster 
and most men played both of- 
fense and defense. After one sea- 
son of pro ball, Ward decided to 
go back to school to get his tea- 
ching credentials. 


COOK’S ASSISTANT 


Ward’s first coaching job was 
at his high school alma mater, 
Garden Grove. From 1931-37 he 
directed the football, basketball, 
and track fortunes. 


Moving on to Santa Ana Col- 
lege in 1988, Ward began a 11 
year tenure in which he served as 
line coach under Bill Cook. He al- 
so handled the basketball, track, 
and tennis teams. Ward feels the 
1940 undefeated National Foot- 
ball Champions are the best team 
in SAC’s long history. Ward re- 
members that the Dons were so 
good that USC’s varsity refused 
to scrimmage them. 

World War II _ interrupted 
Ward’s coaching from 1942-45 
and when he returned, he spent 
one year at Santa Ana High, 
serving as an assistant coach to 
Bill Cole. During that 1945 sea- 
son, Santa Ana High went unde- 
feated and capped the season 
with a victory over Alhambra in 
the CIF Finals. 


The following year, he return- 
ed to the college where he re- 
turned as Cook’s assistant and 
track coach. In 1953 when Cook 
gave up his football post to be- 
come athletic director, Ward took 
over as head football coach for 
two years but since then has 
coached only track and cross 
country, which became a compet- 
itive sport in 1950. 


PREFERS COACHING TRACK 

Coach Ward prefers coaching 
track to any other sport because, 
“You deal with individuals rather 
than a team.” He has coached 11 
Eastern Conference track cham- 
pions and two state champions, 


1955 and 1964. ‘“‘The 55’ and 64’ 
teams didn’t know when to quit.” 
stated Ward. “They would run 
against men with faster times yet 
somehow win.” Don _tracksters 
hold five national junior college 
track records, more than any 
other school. 


Summing up his coaching ca- 
reer, Ward said, “I don’t like 
work. Anything you don’t like to 
do is work. If you like doing 
something then it isn’t work. I 
like coaching so it isn’t work to 
me.”’
